Un¬ 
less every man and woman in town 
takes an active interest in the af¬ 
fairs of tho community, neither

vidual business house.s prosper as 
they should. 

And I seriously contend that 
this interest in public affairs is 
Badly lacking at tho present time. 
For example, look at what hap¬ 
pened when tho hearing for the 
underpass of the Ray Shore high¬ 
way was held in Sun Francisco 
Tuesday morning. No men from 
San Mateo county were present at 
this mi-eting in an official cuiiac- 
ity. with the exception of myself. 

This Is the most important thing 
for the (h velopment of the busi¬ 
ness of .South San Francisco, an 
increase in property values, and 
civic activity, that has ever taken 
place, and yet wo were lacking in

Dead Man Had Quarrels With 
Various Women, Which May

Strenuous objection against be¬ 
ing assessed for more than one- 
fifth of the co;,t of the “under¬ 
pass” proposed for the new Bay- 
shore highway at South San Fran¬ 
cisco was made by the Southern 
Pacific company before the rail¬ 
road commission Tuesday.

Prior to three years ago, Mr.

That a man found dead in a 
Chevrolet roadster near Skelly’s 
Cove on the outskirts of South 
San Francisco early Thursday 
was a victim of a bootleg¬ 
gers’ and highjackers’ vendetta, 
and that he was murdered on the 
roadside and his body then placed 
in the automobile is the theory 
that the San Franicisco police 
and peace officers of San Mateo 
county are working on. 

The dead body of the man 
was was discovered about six 
o’clock this morning by John 
Hooper of South San Francisco, 
who was returning to his home 
after making a trip to San 
Francisco. 

Examination of the body by 
I>r. F. Holmes Smith who per¬ 
formed an autopsy showed that 
the man had been phot three times, 
all of toe bullets-lodging in vital 
spots.* ' 

Many Aliases 

Papers fuond on the dead man’s 
body would indicate that he is 
either a member of a bootlegging 
fraternity or a highjackers syndi¬ 
cate for he evidently traveled un¬ 
der several aliast's. Papers bear¬ 
ing the names Joseph W. Smith, 
Charles Snedo and John Saunders 
were found on the liody of tho 
man with the respective addresses 
of 61B Minna street, 35 1-2 John 
street and U 1-2 Grace street Sun 
Francisco, on the papers. 

When John Hooper was driving 
to San Francisco about four o’clock 
this morning he noticed a car 
parked on the roadside near 
Skelly’s Cove with a man sitting 
on the right side. He paid no at¬ 
tention to the car at the time, but 
when he was returning home from 
the trip to San Francisco and saw 
the car still parked in the same 
place and the man in the same 
position in the car, his suspicions 
became aroused and he started to 
investigate. 

Discovers Dead Body 

When Hooper opened the car 
door he discovered that the man 
was dead. He immediately noti¬ 
fied Chief of Police Belloni of 
South *'5an Francisco, I’oliceman 
W. Miller and Constable J. C. Wal¬ 
lace, who responded at once and 
drove the death car with the man’s 
body to the F. S. Nieri funeral 
home in South San F'rancisco 
where an autopsy was held by Dr. 

Holmes Smith of San Bruno. 
Pr. Smith said that any of the 
three shots that entered the mur¬ 
dered man’s body would probably 
have resulted in instant death. Two 
of the bullets penetrated the heart 
while the other entered the body 
under the left shoulijt'r blada. 

In the Chevrolet roadster in 
which the body was found, there 
were no murks of any struggle 
having taken place in the car. 'The 
car was undisturbed, which led the 
police to conclude that the dead 
man had been murdered on the 
roadside and his body placed in 
the car. 

, Partly Filled Bottle • 

A pint flask partly filled with 
moonshine whiskey was found in 
the pocket of the car near the right 
hand door. 

That the shooting occurred 
shortly after midnight was indi¬ 
cated from the condition of tho 
body, officials expressing the be¬ 
lief that the man was dead several 
hours before Hooper made the 
ghastly discovery. 

An inquest over tho body has 
been ordered for 7:30 o’clock to¬ 
morrow evening at the Bieri Fun¬ 
eral Home. 

A watch and chain and one 
penny were found in the pockets 
of the dead man. 

The dead man is described as 
about 46 years or ago with brown 
eyes, red hair, streaked with gray, 
three gold front teeth and about 
five feet six inchea tall. The 
body was well dressed.

As well expres.setl by Senator Shortridjre, the 
prime need for the growth of the South Bay di.strict 
IS the development of proper harbor and shijijiing fa¬ 
cilities. 

The Senator pointed out at the meeting that the 
rapid growth of flakland and the East Bay was due 
to the attention that was being jjaid to the locating 
of industries and industrial facilities. 

It is true that the South Bay region has many in¬ 
dustries but it is also true that present shipping fa- 
cilites are not adetjuate to properly care for the 
growth and extension of these industries or for such 
new ones as may come here. 

We cannot afford to forpt that the permanent 
prosiierity of a section deijehds upon the extension of 
industries and upon a steady payroll. Just because 
we have industries here is no reason that we should 
cea.se our efforts to make conditions better and of 
greater aid to these, our most important aassets. 

It is strongly urged that a direct co-operative ac¬ 
tion be put underway to make a .survey of the facts of 
the ca.se in every way and that these be placed upon 
record with the federal authorities. 

We have been advised, yes, warned, by our Sena¬ 
tor that this Is the thing that must be done.
